ucation received by Andover students— 
while still staying within budgetary 
guidelines. 

Before getting into the specific plans, 
Superintendent Kenneth Seifert reiter- 
ated his stance that the system is not 
preparing students for the future, plac- 
ing importance on simple comprehen- 
sion and recall, rather than on problem- 
solving and transferable knowledge. 

Seifert would like to institute periodic 
testing to assess students general knowl- 
edge. The tests would be designed on the 
basis of what knowledge a student would 
be expected to have, for example, one 
day after leaving the sixth, ninth or 
twelfth grade. Such a test might require 
a graduating student to spend 15 minutes 
preparing a three-minute speech on a 
specific topic and presenting it. 

Another type of test may present a stu- 
dent with three books and a question of 
set of questions. The student would then 
have two hours to write essay0type an- 
swers to the questions. This type of test, 
said Seifert, would assess not recall and 
comprehension, but the students ability 
to solve.a problem by knowing how to use 
a tool or tools, in this case books. 

Committee members agreed with the 
premise Seifert set forth, and a pilot pro- 
fram to develop and try out such testing

Assistant Superintendent Leslie Loo- 
mis then presented the secondary school 
trade-offs for the fiscal year 1988 budget 
that would allow educational im- 
provements without significant budget- 
ary increases. According to Loomis, all 
of these.changes can take place with an 
addition of $5,000 out of the non-com- 
mitted portion of the 1988 budget.

Thirty leaders will receive four days of 
training in this area at a cost of $24,000, 
that will be taken out of the present 1987 
budget. 

In the area of curriculum and instruc-

Curriculum assessment and change in 
the short-term would assist in the real- 
ization of the Curriculum and Instructio- 
nal plan. In addition, an assessment of 
school scheduling was also suggested. 
The question in this area is whether or 
not time necessary for facilitating the 
achievement of educational goals is al- 
lotted.

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Phillips Welcomes Soviet Counterparts 


Phillps Academy welcomed 
Aleksei Filippovich Bogachev, 
headmaster of the Academician 
Lavrentyev High Special Physi- 
cal-Mathematical Boarding 
School N165 in Novosibirsk, the 
school with which Phillips will 
exchange students beginning in 
March. Bogachev is accompa- 
nied by Jury Leonidovich Ers- 
chov, rector of Novosibirsk 
State University, who has also 
been instrumental in developing 
the student exchange. 

The exchange of students be- 
tween Phillips Academy and the 
Novosibirsk Physics Mathemat- 
ics School, USSR is the first of 
its kind between the two coun- 
tries. Proposed by Phillips Aca- 
demy following the agreements 
reached at Geneva in November 
1985 between President Reagan 
and General Secretary Gorba- 
chev, the exchange was agreed 
upon in principle in Washington 
in July 1986 and in detail in No- 
vosibirsk in December. The 16 
students participating in this 
first exchange will be pioneers 
in a venture which, if success- 
ful, will continue in future years 
and serve as a model for other 
secondary school exchanges. 

achev has been headmas- 
ter of the school since 1972. The 
school, established in 1963, is a 
boarding.’school of more than 
500 teenage boys and girls from 
all over the USSR east of the 
Ural Mounains. 

.. The school iS.one of four tech- 
nical high schools in the Soviet 
Union; the other three are lo- 
cated in the west in Mascow, Le- 
ningrad and Kiev. More than 
200,000 students apply for ad- 
mission to the schools annually; 
admission is based on a compet- 
itive entrance examination. Stu- 
dents attend for one to two years 
prior to university. The curric- 
ulum emphasizes math and the

physical sciences, but includes 
courses in the humanities and 
social sciences. A number of ex- 
tracurricular activities and an 
informal athletic program are 
offered. 

The American students will 
travel to the USSR on March 15, 
attend the Soviet school as regu- 
lar students for four weeks and 
conclude the trip with three 
days in Moscow; the Soviet stu- 
dents will arrive during the first 
week of April, study at Andover 
as regular students for four 
weeks and conclude their visit 
with three days in New York. 

Students will live in dormito- 
ries and take a regular course 
load according to the host 
school’s curriculum. The Soviet 
students will enroll in upper lev- 
el math and physics courses, 
take visual studies, a precursor 
course to all visual arts classes 
at Andover, and English course 
taught by an English teacher 
who speaks Russian and a spe- 
cially designed course in com- 
puter science. The American 
students, selected on their profi- 
ciency in Russian, will continue 
study in the Russian language 
and may select alternatives 
among Russian literature, So- 
viet history and math and sci- 
ence courses.

Soil testing for installation of sep- 
tic systems has begun, according to 
Director of Public Health Everett F.

In this age of space exploration, it is difficult 
to imagine the changes wrought in people’s lives 
by the coming of the railroad. One of the most 
important developments of the 19th century is 
that railroads changed America and Andover 
forever. 

Stilgoe brings to Andover a wide background 
in the history of the American environment. 
With graduate degrees from Purdue and Har- 
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vard, Stilgoe, professor of visual and environ- 
mental studies, received a number of awards in 
his field. He is the author of many publications 
on different aspects of the American landscape 
and environment and is in demand as a speaker 
on those topics. The memorial lecture will give 
local residents an unusual opportunity to enjoy 
hearing about Andover’s past from a thoroughly 
informed point of view.

AAUW Salutes Women ’s Work 


The Andover/Georgetown Branch of the American As- 
sociation of University Women (AAUW) is joining a na- 
tionwide campaign to salute women’s work in the home, 
as volunteers and in the paid work force during the week 
of March 8-14. 

AAUW Week, which is being held in conjuction with 
National Women’s History Month, has ‘“‘Thanks to Wom- 
en’s Work’’ as its theme, which underscores the need for 
full public recognition of the value of women’s work in the 
paid work force, in the home and in volunteer activities, 
said Dr. Alease Bruce, president of the branch. 

The branch will feature dislays on women in local li- 
braries, conduct a program addressing censorship in the 
public schools on March 19 at the Lawrence Savings Bank, 
Andover, and participate in career exploration for high 
school girls at the Lawrence Heritage Visitor’s Center on 
March 27. Bruce points out that health, education and cul- 
tural services are kept strong in Andover and the Greater 
Lawrence area in large part due to the efforts of volun- 
teers. 

While the majority of women today are in the paid work 
force, they still shoulder most of the homemaking respon- 
sibilities that continue to be overlooked and undervalued. 
“Our families don’t have to hire a maid, cook, tutor, 
housekeeper or bookkeeper even though mother may also 
be in the work force,” Bruce said. 

“In 1973 only 44 percent of mothers worked, buy by 1985 
this figure had risen to 62 percent,” she explained. ‘‘Many 
of these women are mothers with young children. That’s 
why we at AAUW are concerned about the value society 
places on jobs performed by working women, most of 
whom work because of economic need. Their pay scales 
are lower than those of women who hold jobs with compa- 
rable responsibilities. AAUW, therefore, supports mea- 
sures to ensure pay equity at all levels of government.”’ 

According to Bruce, Massachusetts is one of the 46 
states that has taken some action on pay equity.

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The Conservation Commission article 
in the Town Meeting warrant to create a 
land bank fund by placing a tax, up to 
two percent of the purchase price, on 
real property transactions within And- 
over, may wind up to be nothing more 
than a signal to the state legislature. 

If the proposed article does receive a 
two-thirds vote at town meeting, the 
commission will have to submit a 
‘“thome-rule petition” to the state legis- 
lature to allow the institution of the local 
tax. 

Although petitions submitted by the is- 
lands of Martha’s Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket and a Barnstable County petition 
have passed the legislature, it is unlikely 
that Andover’s proposal will be received 
as well. 

All individual towns’ home rule peti- 
tions, 18 to date, have been referred to 
the Taxation Committee. According to 
Kelly McClintock, Executive Director of 
the Environmental Lobby of Massachu- 
setts, the committee is ‘‘not inclined to 
take any action.” But McClintock feels 
that towns should submit petitions any- 
way. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
agrees with the principle of a land bank 
because the town has been deferring oth- 
er needs in order to purchase conserva- 
tion land. 

According to Mahony, either the town 
will have to ‘‘stop buying or find another 
funding source’’ because parcels that the 
town now needs to purchase are too ex- 
pensive to be carried under the budget. 

‘We're already ahead of the pack,” he 
added, citing the fact that Andover al- 
ready has about 2,000 acres of conserva- 
tion land in comparison to other 
communitities that are just now begin- 
ning to purchase land. 

Conservation Agent Dina Hammond 
explained that, although some state 
funding is available to towns to allow 
open land purchase for protection, the 
lengthy procedure for getting these funds 
makes it impossible to compete with de- 
velopers in a fast market. A land bank 
fund would make monies readily avail- 
able and the program proposed would 
also require the seller of open space to 
offer the land to the commission at fair 
market value before he sells to a devel- 


oper. 

According to figures compiled by the 
Environmental Lobby of Massachusetts, 
based on Andover’s real estate market 
during 1985, even with the exemptions 
built into the Andover proposal, a land 
bank tax would collect about $1 million a 
year, allowing the town to bond up to $10 
million with no chance of being forced to 
raise property taxes to pay off the debt. 
It would also be unlikely that the town 
would default on the bond, ruining the 
town’s credit status. 

In short, the guaranteed revenue

First, said McClintock, the more towns 
that put pressure on the legislature, the 
more likely it is that they will develop 
and pass a state-wide land bank bill. A 
bill for such legislation in 1985 was de- 
feated by a 14 vote spread. 


There are currently a number of simi- 
lar bills in committee at the state level, 
but many of them, according to McClin- 
tock, set a maximum tax rate that would 
not allow the land banks to raise enough 
money. 

Mahony feels that the detail of the Con- 
servation Commission proposal is use- 
less, because it will not pass the 
legislature in the first place and even if a 
general, state-wide bill is passed, it will 
be the legislature, not the towns, that 
will decide operating procedures of land 


McClintock disagreed, commenting 
that various proposals will help the legis- 
lature formulate an acceptable rate of 
tax on real estate transactions and land 
bank operation policy. He added that 
towns already having specific land bank

operation procedures established will be 
able to implement the legislation upon its 
passage after making only slight 
changes in their original plans, while 
those who wait to do anything will have 
to spend months organizing. 


Hammond feels that the short version 
was too vague. “If it doesn’t fly, it 
doesn’t fly,”’ she said, ‘‘but at least we’ve 
been honest.”’ 


The proposal offers numerous amend- 
ment possibilities and does not lock the 
town into specifics, McClintock added, 
but simply spells out what the commis- 
sion intends to do—whether it be under 
local home rule or under state-wide 
legislation. 


Selectmen Turn Down Doyle 


The title of the position was a mouth- 
ful: Expediter of Town Meeting Record- 
ing and Transcription. Its pay was non- 
existant, and it was sought by only one 
applicant: John Doyle of Reservation 
Road—who had, not co-incidentally, in- 
vented it and its attendant duties and 
responsibilities. 

Last Monday night, to Doyle’s obvious 
chagrin, the Board of Selectmen turned 
down its single candidate for the job— 
and, in effect, the job itself. 

The incident stemmed from a 1985 
Town Meeting vote, by which the assem- 
bly approved a proposal by Doyle—who 
routinely sponsors a number of private 
articles—that the town record and tran- 
scribe its town meeting procedings. Last 
year, the first recordings were made. 

Doyle felt that the process left room 
for improvement. On Dec. 8, he prof- 
fered his help to the Board of Selectmen 
by suggesting the formation of the posi- 
a of Expediter, which he proposed to 
ill. 

Doyle heard nothing more on the mat- 
ter, even though he staged a number of 
“brief talks’’ on the subject with Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony, Town Clerk 
Elden Salter and the Moderator James 
Doherty. 

Doyle attended the Feb. 9 Selectmen’s 
meeting with the intention of pinning the 
board down on its decision. A few min- 
utes before the gavel was rapped, howev- 
er, he received a communication from 
Town Manager Mahony—a contract of 
sorts, granting him the position on seve- 
ral conditions, including that he take ‘‘no 
role whatsoever”’ in the actual transcrib- 
ing of the meeting. 

Doyle termed the contract a “‘bareface

by point at Monday’s meeting.

There is one item which town meeting voters 
will approve this year which is disturbing, 
namely the appropriation of about $400,000 for a 
new roof for the Doherty Junior High School. 

There is little doubt of its necessity. 

Nor is there question of the veracity of the fig- 
ure required for proper replacement. 

The disturbing thing about all this is that the 
building is only five years old and already a new 
roof is needed. 

There is probably little question that the initial 
construction was faulty, which has led to early 
deterioration necessitating the work being done 
this year. 

But therin lies the problems faced by commu- 
nities which are compelled, as all are, to under- 
take municipal construction. 

Bound by the rules of awarding contracts to the 
lowest reponsible bidder, communities hand out 
multi-million dollar pacts to construction compa- 
nies which, for all intents and purposes, seem 
responsible, but who may have taken a job just to 
keep in business until better times come along. 

In the process of construction imperfections 
creep in through cutting corners where possible, 
or trying to convince construction engineers or 
clerks of the works that substitutes would be as 
good as what is mandated in the original plans. 

In the case of the Doherty Junior High project, 
the architect is out of business and the general 


contractor is bankrupt. 

What recourse does the town have? None. It 
can attempt recovery through legal means but 
chances are such a route would be costly and 
lengthy and no guarantee that any compensation 
would be gained under the circumstances. 

Thus, the town will have to come up with the 
necessary funding to protect a multi-million dol- 
lar investment, using funds which of course could 
have been applied to much more worthy mainte- 
nance projects. 

Similar circumstances befell the Bancroft 
School, which was and still is a showplace, but its 
original architecture hardly took into consider- 
ation New England weather conditions, thus, 
costly roof repair problems there. 

Maybe, out of all this, some lessons can be 
learned. 

Possibly attentiveness to such matters as roof 
construction at such places as the new library 
work, or to the town hall renovations, when and if 
they are approved, will avoid problems in the 
future. 

Naturally, the lowest responsible bidder should 
be awarded the contract. 

But, those in charge had best oversee the work 
as if it were private and not public construction, 
to insure that such things as roofs or other major 
portions of the building will endure for more than 
a brief period of time. 


Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — March 1912 

Next Monday, the local grocery stores will be closed 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. to allow the clerks to attend town 
meeting. 

A preliminary meeting in the interest of the formation 
of a local lodge of Elks was held Monday evening.

The contest to come next Monday indicates a very good 
sized vote, and at the present writing, there seems to be 
considerable doubt as to the outcome. There is no danger 
of inefficient administration in Andover whichever candi- 
date for Selectman is elected, and it would look as if the 
three candidates would divide the vote up pretty well. 

Andover should sit up and take notice of the effort being 
made this year to change the method of distributing bank 
taxes. The present proposal would divide the taxes among 
towns where the banks are located. Andover would lose an 
income of $16,000 a year. This project is entirely unsound. 

The treasurer of the Andover Village Improvement So- 
ciety (AVIS), Mrs. Charles L. Nisbett, wishes to remind 
the members that annual fees are now due. 


50 Years Ago — March 1937 

The town meeting will be held Monday evening in the 
Memorial Auditorium, the first at the auditorium and the 
first held in the evening.

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A Decision 
Written By A 


Court Jester

Last week, Town Manager Ken Mahony hand- 
ed me a sheaf of papers. ““You might find this 
interesting,’’ he said. 

It was a 30-page Circuit Court decision and, 
believe it or not, it was interesting. 

It was interesting, first, because of the case 
itself. You might remember it: 

It began in 1979, when George and James 
Chongris planned their Dunkin’ Donut shop for 
Shawsheen Square. 

Back then, not everybody in town felt tha 
what Andover needed was a good cup of coffee 
and a jelly-filled. Least pleased were nearby 
residents who called themselves the ‘‘Friends of 
Shawsheen.”’ After the developers received 
their building permit—and applied for a Com- 
mon Victualler’s license—the ‘‘Friends” made a 
most unfriendly plea to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals to take a second look at the site of the 
future munchkin shop. The ZBA did. 

It seems they found it less than appetizing— 
and quashed the building permit. 

The Chongris brothers filed suit with the State 
Superior Court over the pulled permit. In the 
meantime, the Selectmen tabled the victualler’s 
application. 

In 1982, the Chongris brothers won back their 
building permit, as well as $1782 in fees and dou- 
ble costs. 

The developers were apparently not satisfied 
with their victory. As they built, they launched a 
blitz of paperwork in federal court. They sued 
the town, the ZBA, the Board of Selectmen, and 
both boards’ individual members. 

All of the above, they charged, had deprived 
them of their civil rights by yanking their 
permit and delaying their Common Victualler’s 
license. 

The case was thrown out of court. 

The brothers appealed to the Circuit Court. In 
30 astute pages, they lost. 

To Town Counsel Al Daniels, the Circuit 
Court’s decision is interesting for two reasons: 
because it pooh-poohs the notion that every neg- 
ative decision from the town violates a devel- 
oper’s civil rights, and because it declares a 
food license to be not a right, but a permission. 

My interest in the decision lies in its language. 
Somewhere in Boston, a sharp, sarcastic little 
circuit court clerk is putting his act together for 
the road. : 

According to this fellow, the suit—a veritable 
“linguistic avalanche’”—was filed to “give the 
Town fathers their gruel.’’ He declares that, so 
long as a T is obviously a T, “‘the Constitution 
does not mandate that it be crossed in some 
mythic fashion.’’ He speaks of “frayed argu- 
ments’”’ in the “garb of challenges.”’ 

About the victualler’s license, the author 
claims that the charges have little ‘nutritive 
value”’; even though the brothers say that there 
was ‘‘a bite’ taken out of due process, they 
have, by “serving up this bill of fare,” in truth 
“eoncocted”’ little of substance. 

The author sympathizes with the brothers’ 
frustration. As they see it, he says, “‘it is long 
since past ‘time to make the donuts.’ ’’ Howev- 
er, ‘The Civil Rights Acts cannot be used as a 
rack upon which every disappointed developer 
can stretch a community that fails to roll out the 
red carpet for him.”

school spirit in that it affects, indirectly, every aspect of 

the learning process. This would include the establish- 

ment of a Student Activities office at the high school. 
High School Principal Mary Jennings then presented 

the committee with a list of amalgamated courses and 

new courses in addition to those that are being dropped. 

- The amalgamated courses compile the knowledge to be 
learned in a number of presently separate but related 
courses that need to be discountinued due to lack of enroll- 
ment and combine them, allowing interested students to 

_ get the education, but within reasonable cost guidelines of 

the administration. 

The entire structure of levels at the high school have 
also been changed. There are now proposed three levels. 

Level 1 will stand for advanced placement courses, Lev- 
el 2 courses will offer core curriculum in a specific subject 
area, and Level 3 classes provide for students who need 
specialized help and additional coaching to achieve core 
curriculum. 

In addition, there will be a number of unleveled courses 
designed for mixed groupings of students from all ability 
levels. 

At the next meeting of the committee, Assistant Super- 
intendent Lois Haslam will present proposals for the 
elementary schools. 

The committee reacted enthusiastically toward the pro- 
posals with Chairman Michael Giammusso commenting 
that there has obviously been ‘‘a lot of movement at the 
secondary level toward what we want...fine tuning will be 
needed, but overall, I’m enthusiastic...its time to begin.” 

Seifert then presented the committee with a computer 
plan overview and management plan that will be imple- 
mented should town meeting approve the $1.5 million 
computer plan article.

ample job.”’ 

‘Do you want Mr. Doyle’s assistance 
with this (transcribing),’’ Dalton asked 
Salter, ‘‘or do you want to do this inter- 
nally?” 

Salter answered that Doyle was wel- 
come to give his input to the Town 
Clerk’s office, but that he had told him 
not to interfere with the transcriber. 

‘“‘How can I interfere with her if I don’t 
even know who she is?’’ snapped Doyle. 
He denied harrassing the first transcrib- 
er—whom, he said, he wanted to take the 
job, and added, ‘‘She ended up not fin- 
ishing the job for reasons only known to 
her.”

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Town of Andover Bylaws by 
adding a new ARTICLE IX entitled “Storage of Heating Oil and Liquefied Petroleum 
Gas,”’ to read as follows: 
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se: 
To protect the public health, safety, welfare, and the environment against the 
hazards of leakage of heating oil and liquefied petroleum gas into the environ- 
ment. 

II. Applicability: 

The requirements of this bylaw apply to all heating oil and liquefied petroleum 
gas storage facilities located above or below ground in the Town of Andover. 


III. Definitions: 
For the purposes of this bylaw, the following words shall have the meaning set 
forth: 


Abandoned: Out of service for a continuous period in excess of six months ia the 
case of a storage facility for which a license from the local licensing authority is 
required under the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws, Ch. 148, s.13, and 
for a period in excess of 24 months in the case of any other storage facility. 
‘‘Abandoned”’ also means any storage facility which has been out of service for a 
continuous period in excess of 12 months after conversion to an alternative source 
of fuel for the building. 

Fire Department: The Fire Department of the Town of Andover, which shall 
include that member or those members thereof from time to time designated by 
it to act on its bel:alf hereunder. 

Heating Oil: Tight or heavy fuel oil used to fire a device which atomizes or 
vaporizes the fuel oil, mixes it with air and ignites the fuel-air mixture, for the 
purpose of applying or supplying heat for any use. 

Leak, leakage: Any discharge of heating oil or LP-Gas from a storage facility 
» “. -into the air, ground, or water, except discharge into a burner for ignition. 


Liquefied Petroleum Gas, LP-Gas: Any material which is composed predomi- 
nantly of any of the following hydrocarbons or mixtures of same: propane, propy- 
lene, butanes (normal or isobutane), and butylenes. 

Operator: A person who is the principal manager or supervisor of the use of a 
storage facility, by virtue of ownership of it or by lease or license to use or by 
sufferance of the owner, or by oral or written contract with the owner. 


Owner: A person who owns a storage facility or the land on which it is located, 
whether or not he operates or uses that facility. 

Permit: The written approval by the Fire Department for the placement and use 
of a storage facility at a particular location. 

Storage Facility: Any structure, any part of which is used for the storage of 
heating oil or liquefied petroleum gas, including, but not limited to, tanks, piping 
and their fittings, regardless of the material of manufacture and whether mobil 
or fixed. 

Water Resource: Any existing or potential source of potable water, including both 
groundwater and surface water. 


IV. Location and Design: 


A. LP-Gas: Installation of LP-Gas storage facilities underground shall be pro- 
hibited. 

Aboveground LP-Gas installations shall be protected from the weather, van- 
dalism, and accidental damage, to the reasonable satisfaction of the Fire De- 
partment, and shall be set on a pad designed to contain a spill of the entire 
contents of the tank. 


B. Heating Oil: Installation of heating oil storage facilities shall be limited to 
one or two 275-gallon tanks within a building, unless the applicant can demon- 
strate to the satisfaction of the Fire Department that soil conditions, storage 
facility design, and monitoring plans are adequate to prevent leakage from an 
underground storage facility. Underground storage of heating oil used for resi- 
dential purposes shall be prohibited within the Fish Brook/Haggetts Pond Wa- 
tershed Protection Overlay District as defined in the Andover Zoning By-Law, 
Section VI.P.2, as amended. 


C. The Fire Department may impose such conditions upon the design, quality 
of materials, and location of a storage facility which it deems reasonably 
necessary to prevent or detect leakage. 

D. In addition to the requirements of sections IV. A, B, and C, the applicant 
shall comply with existing State and Federal Statutes and regulations regulat- 
ing the use and storage of heating oil and LP-Gas. 


V. Permits: 


A. Display of Permits: either the original or a legible photocopy of all permits 
and licenses required under this bylaw shall be conspicuously posted on the 
premises where a storage facility exists in proximity to tie facility. 


B. New Storage Facilities: 


1. No new heating oil or LP-Gas storage facility shali be installed unless the 
owner shall first have obtained a permit from the Fire Department. This permit 
shall be in addition to any license or any other permit required by state statutes 
or regulations. 


2. The application for a permit shall be on a form, from time to time established 
by and obtained from the Fire Department. The application shall be accompa- 
nied by a plot plan showing the location of the proposed storage facility relative 
to a habitation within 100 feet and to a public or private well within 1000 feet and 
to any body or stream of surface water within 500 feet of it in each instance. The 
plot plan shall show relevant distances and dimensions and be prepared by a 
professional surveyor or engineer; but the Fire Department may from time to 
time establish reasonable rules of general application wherein such a plot plan 
is required but may be prepared by one other than a professional surveyor or 
engineer. 


3. In a storage facility with more than one proposed tank, the applicant shall 
furnish a certificate signed by a qualified person stating that the proposed 
facility meets all the design and construction requirements of this bylaw. 


4. If the Fire Department determines that the proposed storage facility consti- 
tutes a danger to a public or private water resource or to the safety of struc- 
tures or persons, or otherwise fails to meet the purposes of this bylaw, the Fire 
Department may deny the permit or may grant it subject to conditions which 
the Fire Department determines are reasonably necessary to protect such wa- 
ter resources, provide such safety or meet such purposes. Such conditions may 
include, but are not limited to, a double-walled tank or other secondary con- 
tainment system, a monitoring system, and more frequent testing than would 
otherwise be required under Section VI below. The Fire Department may con- 
sult other Town officials and boards such as the Board of Health, the Building 
Department, Department of Public Works, Conservation Commission, and 
Planning Board, in reaching its decision on the permit application. 


C. Existing Storage Facilities: 


1. The owner of every storage facility installed prior to the effective date of this 
bylaw shall apply to the Fire Department for a permit to maintain the storage 
facility. 

2. The application for a permit shall be on a form obtained from the Fire De- 
partment, which shall be accompanied by a plot plan prepared as provided in 
and with the same information as in subsection V.B.2. above. 


3. This applicant shall include evidence of the date of installation of the storage 
facility. Such evidence may be, but is not limited to, a copy of any license or 
permit issued by the Town for the storage facility. If no reasonable evidence of 
the date of installation is supplied, the tank shall be presumed to have been 
instailed 20 years prior to the effective date of this bylaw.

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4. The applicant shall also provide a description of any previous leaks, including 
approximate dates, causes, estimated amounts, any cleanup measures taken, 
and any measures to prevent future leaks. 


5. If the Fire Department determines that the existing storage facility consti- 
tutes a danger to a public or private water resource or to the safety of struc- 
tures or persons, or otherwise fails to meet the purposes of this bylaw, the Fire 
Department may grant the permit subject to conditions which it determines 
reasonably necessary to protect such water resources. Such conditions may 
include, but are not limited to, installation and use of monitoring wells, cathedic 
protection, or leak detection devices. The Fire Department may consult other 
Town officials and boards, such as the Board of Health, Department of Public 
Works, Building Department, Conservation Commission, and Planning Board, 
in reaching its decision on the permit application. 

6. The filing deadline for a permit to maintain an existing storage facility is 12 
months after adoption of this bylaw. 


. Replacement and Substantial Modification: 


1. There shall be no replacement of a tank or its components or substantial 
repair or modification of any storage facility unless the owner has first applied 
in writing for an obtained written approval from the Fire Department. 


2. An application for approval under Section 4.D.1 shall clearly describe the 
type of construction of any replacement tank or component of the modification 
or the nature and manner of any repair, that is proposed. 


3. Any application to add cathodic protection to an existing storage facility 
using one or more steel tanks shall be accompanied by a design plan prepared 
by an engineer licensed by the National Association of Corrosion Engineers, 
which plan shall include provisions for a test box to allow measurement of 
electrical potential and current flow. 


4. If the Fire Department determines that the proposed replacement or modifi- 
cation or repair constitutes a danger to a public or private water resource or to 
the safety of structures or persons or otherwise fails to meet the purposes of 
this bylaw, the Fire Department may deny the application or approve it subject 
to conditions that it may determine are reasonably necessary to protect such 
water supply, provide such safety or meet such purposes. The Fire Department 
may consult other Town officials and boards such as the Board of Health, 
Department of Public Works, Building Department Conservation Commission, 
and Planning Board, in reaching its decision on the application. 


5. No replacement or substantial modification shall be made except by a con- 
tractor who has been certified by the manufacturer as qualified for that pur- 
pose. 


6. The Fire Department may require that existing tanks be equipped with ob- 
servation wells or other detection systems if, in its opinion, the location of the 
tanks could jeopardize the safety of the public. 


. Tags: 


1. Upon issuance of a permit to maintain an existing storage facility or a certifi- 
cate of completion of installation of a new storage facility, or a certificate of 
completion of a repair or substantial modification of an existing storage facili- 
ty, the Fire Department shall attach a permanent tag to the fill pipe of said 
storage facility. The tag shall be marked with the same expiration date as the 
permit for the facility. The tag shall be removed if leakage from the facility is 
suspected or confirmed or if the permit expires. 


2. On and after 18 months following the effective date of this bylaw no supplier 
of heating oil or LP-Gas shall fill a storage facility with such product if the 
facility does not have a tag; nor shall a supplier fill a facility after the expira- 
tion date on the tag attached to it. 


. Renewal of Permits and Changes in Ownership: 


1. The owner of any new or existing facility for which a permit has been issued 
under Sections V.B. or V.C. hereof must apply to the Fire Department for 
renewal of the permit for each 5-year period following the 5-year period on 
which the first permit after the effective date of this bylaw was granted, unless 
the Fire Department has indicated a shorter interval on the most recently 
issued permit. The application shall include any changes in the information 
required under Sections V.B. and V.C. No application for renewal may be den- 
ied except for violations of this bylaw. Such denial shall be in accordance with 
the procedural requirements of Section X. 


2. The owner or operator of any storage facility shall within ten week days of 
any change in the name, address, or telephone numbers of the owner or opera- 
tor, shall notify the Fire Department of such change in writing. In the case of 
any transfer of ownership, the new owner shall be responsible for notification. 


VI. Testing and Monitoring: 


A. All monitoring systems, corrosion-prevention systems, leak detection sys- 
tems, and other safety devices which may be, or be required by law or by Fire 
Department regulation to be, part of a storage facility shall be inspected in 
such manner and at such intervals as is stated on the permit and as may after 
its issuance be required for cause by the Fire Department. Results of such 
inspections shall forthwith be filed with the Fire Department. 


B. For every storage facility which has a cathodic protection system, the 
owner shall have the system inspected and tested at least annually by a per- 
son. The results of the inspection shall be forthwith reported to the Fire De- 
partment on a form provided by it. If any such system does not have adequate 
negative voltage, or is otherwise defective, the owner shall have the system 
repaired promptly by a qualified person. For purposes of this subsection, the 
term ‘adequate negative voltage” shall mean a negative voltage of at least 
0.85 volts, if a copper-copper sulfate reference electrode is used; and of at least 
1.95 volts if a zinc reference electrode is, used. Reference electrodes, shall be 
installed ‘in ‘accordance with'the 'marufacturer’s direction. 
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shall be tested hydrostatically to 150 percent of the maximum the 
system. This testing requirement shall not apply to a storage 
ing exclusively of one or more double-walled tanks, each with a 
— system together with an audible or visual alarm between the two 
walls. 


All tests shall be administered by persons trained for the purpose and ap- 
proved by the Fire Department, such person shall notify the Fire Department 
before administering a test. 

The person performing any test under this section shall promptly ly the 
owner and the Fire Department with certified copies of all test fice for a 
tank and its piping. The Fire Department shall keep its copy with the records 
of that storage facility. 

D. The Fire Department may require the owner of any existing tank to have it 
and its piping tested, at the owner’s expense, in any case in which the owner 
has failed to make timely application for a permit as required under Section 
V.C. and in any case in which the tank is suspected of leaking. 


VII. Leak Response: 


A. If a leak is known or suspected to exist, however indicated, whether by a 
monitoring system, observation well, unexplained increase in fuel consump- 
tion, visual staining or seepage or flowing, the presence of fumes in the area, 
or in any manner, the person suspecting the leak shall immediately notify the 
Fire Department and the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Qual- 
ity Engineering Office of Incident Response. The owner of the storage facility 
shall, at his or her expense, follow the Fire Department’s instructions to 
locate the leakage and repair or remove the storage facility. 


B. The Fire Department shall notify the Board of Health, Conservation Com- 
mission, Building Department, Planning Board, and Departrhent of Public 
Works of all leaking storage facilities, and shall make its records of the re- 
sponse to the leak available to these Town officials. 


C. Any storage facility greater than 20 years old or any storage facility failing 
to meet the design standards of this bylaw which develops a leak shall be 
removed by the owner at his expense. Such a facility may be replaced with a 
storage facility which meets the design standards of this bylaw. 


Vill. Abandonment: 


A. If an owner wishes to abandon a storage facility which either is located 
under a building and cannot be removed from the ground without first re- 
moving the building or which is located so that it cannot be removed from the 
ground without endangering the structural integrity of another building or 
tank, the owner shall promptly notify the Fire Department of his intent to 
abandon the facility. Under the direction of the Fire Department, the owner 
shall have all the heating oil or LP-Gas, as the case may be, removed from 
the storage facility by handpump if necessary, and shall have the container 
filled with sand or other inert material as prescribed by the Fire Depart- 
ment. 


B. Except as provided in Section VIII.A., no storage facility may be aban- 
doned in place. The owner shall have that storage facility removed, at the 
owner’s expense, under the direction of the Fire Department. 


IX. Costs: 


The owner of a storage facility subject to the requirements of this bylaw shall 
bear full responsibility for any cost incurred in meeting the requirements of 
this bylaw. 


. Rules and Regulations: 


The Fire Department may from time to time adopt and amend reasonable rules 
and regulations relative to the requirements of this bylaw not inconsistent with 
it nor with any other bylaw of this Town. The adoption and amendment of such 
rules and regulations shall be subject to substantially the same public hearing 
procedures as provided in subsection D of Section XI, below, except that notice 
shall be by publication only. 


XI. Enforcement: 


A. Violations: 


Any owner or operator who violates any provision of this bylaw shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of $200.00 for each offense. Each day during which such violation 
continues shall constitute a separate offense. This bylaw may be enforced 
pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Ch. 40, s. 21D as amended, by a local 
police officer or any other officer having police powers. Upon request of the 
Fire Department, the Board of Selectmen, and Town Counsel shall take such 
legal action as may be necessary to enforce this bylaw. 


B. Revocation of Permit; Removal of Facility: 


In the event of violation of this bylaw the owner or operator of a storage 
facility, the Fire Department, instead of or in addition to requesting enforce- 
ment under subsection XI.A., may revoke or suspend the owner’s or operator’s 
permit or may require tightness testing on a schedule determined by the Fire 
Department. If a permit is revoked or if a storage facility has been installed or 
maintained without a permit, the Fire Department may order that the storage 
facility be removed. Before revoking or suspending a permit or requiring 
removal of a storage facility, the Fire Department shall hold a public hearing 
on the proposed action. 


C. Variation of Requirement: 


The Fire Department may, after a public hearing, vary the application of any 
provision of. this. bylaw. unless,otherwise required by law when, in its opinion, 
‘(Continued on Page 56) 
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the owner or operator or applicant for a permit has demonstrated that an 
equivalent degree of protection will be provided adequate to the well-being of 
public and private water supplies and to the public health and safety. 


D. Public Hearings; Notice: 


For purposes of a public hearing under this bylaw there shall be a hearing 
board consisting of three members of the Fire Department, one of whom shall 
be the Chief of the Fire Department and the other two such members as shall 
be appointed by the Chief for each hearing. If the Chief is unable to attend a 
hearing, the Deputy Fire Chief shall be the member in his stead. If both are 
unable to attend a hearing, the Chief shall appoint a member of the Fire 
Department to serve in his stead. The Chief, or in his absence such member as 
he designates, shall be Chairman of the hearing. 


Notice of a public hearing under this section XI shall be given by certified mail 
to the owner or operator or applicant and (in the case of subsection C only) to 
all abutters of the property where the storage facility is or is to be located 14 
days at least before the hearing. The notice shall contain the location of the 
hearing, the name of the owner or operator or applicant, as the case may be, 
the location of the existing or proposed storage facility, and, if a variation 
under section C is sought, a brief statement of its nature. In the case of a 
hearing under subsection C, such notice shall be published once at least seven 
days before the hearing in a newspaper of general circulation in the Town. 


At the hearing the Fire Department shall present its evidence and reasons for 
its proposal to revoke or suspend a permit or to require removal of the storage 
facility; and the owner or operator shall be permitted to give such statements 
and evidence in rebuttal as he reasonably wished. 


The decision of the Fire Department’s hearing board shall be in writing, and 
signed by all members of the board, shall contain a statement of the hearing 
board’s reasons for its actions, shall be filed with the Fire Department’s re- 
cords of the storage facility, and shall promptly be mailed certified mail to the 
a or operator or applicant and to all abutters entitled under subsection C, 
if any. 

A quorum and the vote necessary for hearing board action shall be a majority 
of the board. 


XII. Fire Department Power: 


This bylaw is not intended to and shall not diminish or abridge any power or 
authority heretofore or hereafter existing in the Fire Department, by virtue of 
any Federal or Commonwealth legislation or regulation, in respect of the 
storage, use and control of heating oil and LP-Gas. It shall be construed and 
used in addition to or supplementation of any such legislation or regulation. 


XIII. Compliance with Federal and Commonwealth Law: 


This bylaw is in addition to Federal and Commonwealth law regulating heat- 

ing oil and LP-Gas and hazardous materials and hazardous wastes. Owners

c. The applicant shall demonstrate to the Board by a written statement accom- 
panied by a sketch plan of a non-cluster layout at a scale of 1” - 40’ or 1”’ = 100’, 
the reason or reasons why the Board should give favorable attention to an 
application for a Special Permit to Cluster. 


d. The Board may require the provision or reservation of pedestrian 
accessways of suitable width and in locations suitable for pedestrian movement 
of different types connecting open space areas within the cluster subdivision or 
to other adjacent open spaces. 


e. Proposed open space areas deemed by the Board to be inappropriate for the 
uses of recreation, protection of significant natural features, or buffering due to 
size, shape or location of such space or area shall be prohibi ited.”’

U.S. Rep. Chet Atkins (D-5) announced that he 
has been appointed a member of the House 
Committee on Standards of Official Conduct for 
the 100th Congress. 

This committee is authorized with establish- 
ing and enforcing standards of official conduct 
for members, officers and staff of the House of 
Representatives and investigating alleged viola- 
tions of the standards. It serves as the discipli- 
nary body for the House. 

Atkins currently serves on the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, the Committee on Education 
and Labor and the House Budget Committee. 

“I was surprised when I was asked to serve,”’ 
he said. ‘However, I was also honored by this 
mark of confidence for my judgment and integ- 
rity from my colleagues. Policing the House of 
Representatives is a necessary but not always

Games will be held at Notre Dame University in 
July with 80 athletes and 25 coaches from Mas- 
sachusetts participating.

Youth Dies, Three Injured In 
Accident At Intersection 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Friday’s accident, television cameras 
from all major Boston stations were on 
hand to record both of these latest scenes 
from a local tragedy that has resulted in 
one death and the derailment of at least 
four other lives. The publicity prompted 
Morris’ attorney to move for a change in 
the location of her April trial from Essex 
to Middlesex County. 

Meanwhile, Andover police have 
called upon a team of experts from the 
state police department to reconstruct 
the accident. Said Andover Patrolman 
Frank Froberg, who is participating in 
the investigation, ‘“We’re trying to find 
out exactly what happened; we’re still 
trying to piece it together.” 

According to Froberg, police were 
called to the intersection of Haverhill 
and High streets at 4:44 p.m. Friday af- 
ternoon to assist in an accident that in- 
volved two cars: a 1983 Chevy Caprice, 
driven by Morris, and a 1986 Dodge 600 
convertible, driven by 17-year-old Ram- 
sey A. Lynch, and carrying Cookson, 
Livermore and McDonald. 

Froberg said that the Andover boys 
were traveling west on Haverhill Street, 
coming toward town from the intersec- 
tion of Route 114. Morris was traveling

A witness has said that Morris’ car 
stopped at the intersection, where she 
faced a flashing red signal, then at- 
tempted a turn.

Sales of The Gillette Company for the year and the 
fourth quarter were higher than those of the prior year. 
Profit from operations and net income for 1986 were lower 
and in a loss position for the quarter, compared with the 
same period a year earlier, due to one-time special 
charges. 

Pretax earnings for the year and the fourth quarter re- 
flect special charges of $243 million. Of this amount, $205 
million relates to a restructuring plan, $19 million has 
been charged as a result of a change in accounting for the 
company’s oil and gas investments and $19 million is for 
costs related to the tender offer made by the Revlon 
Group, which was withdrawn on November 24, 1986. 

Sales for the year were $2.82 billion, an increase of 17 
percent from $2.40 billion in 1985. Profit from operations 
was $231.7 million, compared with $380.4 million a year 
earlier, a decrease of 39 percent. Pretax income was $951.5 
million, down 81 percent from $272.4 million in 1985. Net 
income was $15.8 million, compared with $159.9 million 
the year before, a decrease of 90 percent. Earnings per 
share were 25 cents, compared with $2.59 the year earlier, 
down 90 percent from the prior year. 

Net exchange losses were lower and the effective tax 
rate was higher, compared with the year earlier. 

Before special charges, profit from operations was up 8 
percent, pretax profits rose 8 percent and net income was 
13 percent higher than the year before. Earnings per 
share rose 10 percent to $2.84, compared with $2.59 in 1985. 
Fully diluted earnings per share were $2.74, compared 
with $2.45 the year earlier, an increase of 12 percent. 

Sales of Gillette North America were slightly higher in 
1986 and, before special charges, operating profits 
matched those of the previous year. Gillette Internation- 
al’s sales rose substantially, and operating profits, before 
special charges, were above those of the prior year. Sales 
of diversified operations climbed sharply and operating 
profits, before special charges, rose above the level of the 
year earlier. Diversified operations include Braun, Oral- 
B, S.T. Dupont and Jafra. 

For the three months ended December 31, 1986, sales 
rose 18 percent to $790.6 million, compared with $668.3 
million in 1985. Profit from operations was a loss of $84.3 
million, compared with income of $93.7 million the year

mate shifts or to be sure the client’s ob- 
jectives haven’t changed. 

“Investing today has become very 
complex and there are many new prod- 
ucts to choose from,” Weil says. “‘It’s 
almost like fads or styles in the clothing 
business. Many of the new approaches 
are valuable tools for the investor. Zero 
Coupon Bonds, split funding annutiies, 
limited partnerships, option and hedging 
strategies, IRAs, Keoghs, 401K, re- 
tirmeent distributions and a whole host 
of mutual funds all have appropriate 
places in an investment strategy. These 
are only tools though and the thoughtful 
broker should start with the client’s ob- 
jectives and time frame. He should then 
know the available products well enough 
to fit the appropriate ones to the client’s 
needs and preferences. 

“Tt is as much an educational process 
as an investment process,’’ he says, and 
in this vein he often lectures, teaches 
classes and holds seminars about invest- 
ing. For five years he has taught an eve- 
ning course in advanced investing for the

Sak Has Rapid Growth 


David and Linda Prescott jumped into hot wa- 
ter over two years ago when they purchased a 
hot tub for their personal use. The next thing 
they knew, the couple was opening Tubs ‘N’ 
Such, Inc. in Plaistow, N.H. 

“We thought it would be fun,” Linda ex- 
plained. ‘““My husband was an engineer and did 
mainly sanitary engineering. We didn’t have 
any direct experience with spas, but when you 
look at it, spas and hot tubs are somewhat like 
miniature water treatment facilities. 

‘“‘We thought at first we would use a part of 
our home,” she added. ‘Then we thought we 
might have a problem with advertising, so we 
decided to look into a storefront. We found out it 
wasn’t that much. So we thought, if we’re going 
to do it, we’re going to do it right. 

“One of the thigs that pushed us to opening a 
spa store was that spas were doing well in this 
area and pool dealers were starting to get into 
spas,” she explained. ‘“We decided if we wanted 
to get into the business and establish ourselves 
as hot water dealers, we needed to do so right 
then. Since then, we’ve discovered that we came 
in at a good time.”’ 

Although David continued to work full-time as 
an engineer, he took a leave of absence in June. 
Since then he has quit to devote his full energies 
to the business. Linda, a nurse, also works at the 
store, still filling in as a nurse once a week at a 
pediatrician’s office. 

Business is booming, Prescott said. ‘Were 
just past the break even point. We’re holding our 
own at this moment, which is a nice feeling.” 

Economically, the market area couldn’t be 
better, Linda added. ‘‘This area that we’re part 


of is having one of the largest growth spurts in 
the country. Unemployment is low and the 
growth is incredible. 

“It’s definitely helped business. With interest 
rates coming down, people are doing remodel- 
ing. A lot of customers are opting for solar room 
additions with spas in them, so we’re getting a 
lot of large sales.” 

Located on a busy state highway, Tubs ‘N’ 
Such is situated in a small shopping complex. 
“Unfortunately, the place has minimal visibili- 
ty,” Prescott said. The store is perpendicular to, 
rather than parallel, to the street. 


“However, the store is an extremely attrac- 
tive building. The exterior is cedar-finished with 
a Colonial blue trim and features a plate glass 
front.” 

Four portables are displayed in the showroom 
as well as a wooden hot tub, a redwood sauna, 
jetted tubs and a one-bay section of a solar 
room. Colorful posters and towels decorate the 
room. 


The company carries Pacific Marquis and 
Continental spas, Almost Heaven saunas, hot 
tubs, team rooms and jetted tubs, Thermosol 
jetted tubs and Habitat solar rooms. 

The solar rooms are a very popular item, Lin- 
da commented. “Right now, David is working 
on four solar rooms, Three of the four will have 
spas in them, two portable and one in-ground. 
The other solar room is an extension on a garden 
room.” 

The company does its own service, mainte- 
nance and installation work.

gy in production sports cars with the ei cylinder, 32- 
valve model 928S, after it proved in the model 
956 racer,” said Arthur E. Park of A.E. Pack Corporation, 
Lawrence. “The 956 was the most successful endurance 
racer ever produced and now the technology is being car- 
ried through to the four-cylinder, 16-valve 9448S.” 

He added that the 944S follows Porsche’s policy of mak- 
ing environmentally sound sports cars without hurting 
performance. ‘ 

“The 16-valve 944S has equal performance worldwide, 
with or without catalytic converter. Its fuel efficiency is 
excellent,’”’ Park said. 

Achieving these gains in the 944 S required complex and 
integrated engineering which affected several engine 
components. 

Four-valve-per-cylinder technology—which means two 
intake and two exhaust valves in each cylinder—improves 
the fill rate and the mixing of fuel and air in the combus- 
tion chamber. That, combined with a spark plug reposi- 
tioned by Porsche’s engineers into a central location, 
allows the flame from the plug to travel a shorter distance 
and give better combustion through a more even burning 
of the air-fuel mixture. Better combustion allows a higher 
compression ratio of 10.9:1 for a cleaner, more complete 
burn using less fuel. 

Because the valves in a four-valve system are smaller 
in mass than two-valve configurations, they can open and 
close at higher speeds, but this requires a stronger cam- 
shaft belt drive on the twin-camshaft cylinder head which 
operates the valves. This led Porsche’s engineers to de- 
sign a new and simpler camshaft belt tensioner for 944S. 

To handle a wide range of quality among unleaded fuels 
going into the new 944S engine, three electronic sensors 
were added—two knock sensors attached to the crankcase 
and a third sensor connected to the camshaft drive wheel. 
These adjust the engine to operate at all times near but 
not over the line where premature combustion causes 
power loss.

in addition, Porsche’s engineers used electronics to get 
stable idling under all conditions through regulation of the 
fuel-air mixture. This means that whether air-condition- 
ing is switched on or power steering is used, idling re- 
mains steady at 840 rpm. 

In summary, the extensive use of advanced electronics 
greatly reduces the need for mechanical adjustments. 

‘Horsepower has been boosted 27 percent to 188 hp and 
torque rose 21 percent over the two-valve-per-cylider 944 
engine with almost identical fuel consumption figures,”’ 
said Park. “‘Top speed under test conditions is now 142 
mph and its 0 to 60 mph time under test conditions had 
dropped to 7.7 seconds.”’ 

He said the five-speed manual transmission in the new 
944S has been strengthened to handle the car’s increased 
torque. ““The 9448 keeps the balance and driving feel of 
the 944, but its performance has been significantly in- 
creased,”’ Park said. 

The 944S has optional anti-lock braking specially devel- 
oped for Porsche sports cars and a modified front suspen- 
sion to steer and brake well with the new braking system. 

Beginning in early 1987. the 944s will come with a new 
sound package which allows individual adjustment of 10 

he integrated loudspeakers in the car and a newly developed 
rear seat unit with individually folding seat backs for bet- 
ter load adjustment. Optional comfort seats are available 
with electric fore and aft, height and back adjustments 
along with an optional airbag system for both the driver 
and passenger.

Project Gets Research Contract 


The Massachusetts Electric Company’s model solar 
photovoltaic reseach project in Gardner is being awarded 
a $551,000 research contract from the Electric Power Re- 
search Institute (EPRI) of Palo Alto, Calif., the research 
and development organization of the electric utility indus- 
try. In the project, Mass. Electric has installed and will be 
monitoring solar photovolaic panels on 30 homes on Leo 
and Clark Streets in Gardner. 

“We are very excited about EPRI’s decision to study 
the Gardner photovoltaic project,”’ said Edward E. Mulli- 
gan, president of Mass Electric. ‘‘Our goal will be to ana- 
yze any unusual operating conditions when photovoltaic 
generation interacts with our distribution system.” 

The model solar photovoltaic project, the first of its kind 
in the United States, began in 1985 as one facet of NEES- 
PLAN II, the long-range corporate plan of Mass. Elec- 
tric’s parent company, New England Electric System 
(NEES). The plan stresses the need to develop a “‘least- 
> adh strategy for meeting customers’ energy needs in the 

uture. 

“It’s important for us to study alternate energy sources 
to see which ones can be most effective for us,”’ Mulligan 
said. “‘Because we have initiated our study of solar photo- 
voltaic power now, we may be able to incorporate this 
type of power source into our energy mix at the turn of the 
century.” 

Three subcontractors will assist EPRI and Mass. Elec- 
tric in this research effort: Ascension Technology, Inc., 
Electric Research Management and Worcester Polytech- 
nic Institute. Another NEES subsidiary, New England 
Power Service Company, will serve as the prime contrac- 
tor. 

Mass. Electric serves 849,000 customers throughout the 
commonwealth. New England Electric System is a public 
utility holding company headquartered in Westborough.

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Consumers generally know how to get local and long distance telephone serv- 
ice and who to call if they have problems, but more than half of the people 
questioned in a nationwide survey still find it difficult to keep up with compet- 
itive price changes and calling options. 

Some 90 percent of all consumers are aware that they have a choice of long 
distance companies, according to a survey cosponsored by the Consumer Fed- 
eration of America (CFA), the American Association of Retired Persons 
(AARP) and AT&T. 

The survey of 3,300 people over a four-month period also shows that most 
people who do not have telephone service in their homes are poorer, younger 
and move their residences more often than the rest of the population. 

The overwhelming majority of households without telephone service say that 
having a phone in their homes is important. Almost three-quarters of the people 
without telephone service say they can’t afford deposits and other one-time 
costs of establishing telephone service while one-quarter say they cannot afford 
monthly service charges. 

The study shows that consumers use their phones not as a luxury, but as a link 
to relatives, friends and work and for access to emergency services. Consumers 
report making about 140 calls per month, almost 100 of which are perceived to 
be ‘‘essential.”’ 

Results of the ground-breaking joint research project were announced at the 
CFA’s annual assembly where the study plans were lanched a year ago to 
examine consumer concerns and needs following the 1984 breakup of the Bell 
System. 

“The challenge to the industry and consumer groups is to continue to provide 
educational efforts for those still being asked to choose a long distance company 
and, more importantly, to develop additional programs to provide information

on other aspects of telephone service, particularly service options and prices,” 
said Stephen Brobeck, executive director of the CFA. ich recente 30 mil- 
lion members in 200 consumer organizations. 

‘The findings challenge industry to work with consumer groups and govern- 
ment to assure the benefits of information age technolgoies are made available 
to all segments of society,” said Robert J. Ranalli, vice president of consumer 
markets at AT&T. ‘There cannot be information haves and have-nots.” 

The $365,000 study, conducted between September and December 1986, is one 
of the largest industry-consumer research projects ever and is unique in several 
ways. Results, including raw data, are available to the public for analysis. Also, 
several distinct groups were surveyed, including several typically excluded 
from national research, such as households without telephone service and dis- 
abled consumers. 

“Traditionally, universal service has been thought of as reasonably priced 
access to the local telephone network,” said John Denning, AARP-president. 
“But the study makes it clear that in contemporary society, programs to 
achieve universal service must be more broadly defined to include not only 
affordable access to the local and long distance networks, but also affordable 
deposits and connection charges and a specified minimum level of local usage.” 

In addition to a national telephone survey, the research included some 600 in- 
person interviews with people who do not have telephone service in Florida, 
California and Texas. One-on-one interviews were held with deaf, blind, hear- 
ing-, speech- and motion-impaired consumers. 

The research project was coordinated by Opinion Research, Inc. of Cam- 
bridge with segments performed by Westat, Inc. of Rockville, Md., and Gallau- 
det Research Institute of Washington, D.C. The firms were selected through 
competitive bidding. 


New Housing Program Unveiled 


State Secretary of Communities and Development Amy S. Anthony an- 
nounced the new ‘“‘Challenge Grants for Innovative Housing” program, a $3 
million fund to support innovative housing ideas proposed by communities, 
businesses, non-profit organizations and private citizens. 

‘‘In keeping with the Massachusetts tradition of innovation in housing, chal- 
lenge grants will provide a valuable resource to help turn housing development 
ideas into reality,” she said. “‘If we are to successfully meet Governor Dukakis’ 
goal of decent and affordable housing for all of our citizens, we must continually 
explore new ways to produce that housing. Through this new progam, Massa- 
chusetts is making a commitment to innovative ideas.”’ 

Anthony noted the the challenge grant program represents an unprecedented 
level of support for new local initiatives—‘‘a commitment to new ideas which 
ensures that Massachusetts continues to be a national leader in housing devel- 
opment and will guarantee that we remain at the forefront of innovation in 
housing.”’ 

Challenge grants will be awarded through the Housing Innovations Fund, 
created to support the work of the Massachusetts Housing Partnership, and will 
pay for planning, site selection and market analyses for innovative devel- 
opments. Funds may also be used to reduce project costs or support new design 
and construction techniques, especially for affordable projects developed with- 
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out deep subsidies. Awards will made on a competitive basis over the next three 
years. The maximum grant amount per project is set at $50,000. 

Anthony noted that, unlike most other state and federal programs, challenge 
grants are ‘open to anyone with a new concept, as long as the ultimate product 
involves new housing development techniques or unusual sites. Challenge 
grants will be available to anyone from major real estate developers to a class- 
room full of children thinking about where they will live in the next century.”’ 

Criteria for the awards are based on a number of factors. Special emphasis 
will be placed on a project’s potential to be replicated in locations across the 
state, using as little subsidy as possible. 

The Massachusetts Housing Partnership Fund was established in cooperation 
with the state’s savings and cooperative banks. Directors of the Massachusetts 
Housing Patnership include John Vivian, president, Taunton Savings Bank; 
William McNeill, president, Merchants Bank of Boston; Joseph Shield, presi- 
dent; Vanguard Savings Bank of Holyoke; Attorneys John Bok of Boston and 
Vincent Manzi of Lawrence; state Secretary of Administration and Finance 
Frank Keefe; and Anthony, who serves as chair of the fund board.
